Stored away in the Archives are 
the debates of legislative podies, 
secret. service reports made by the 
agents of foreign governments,notes 
taken from censored mail of war- 
time, private diaries and a weath of 
other information which at 
the time, was highly confidential. 
By special arrangements much of 
this material is now available for 
students of research, 

In the currency collection may be 
seen what happens when the print- 
ing presses of a country are set to 
printing money instead of funny 
papers. Here are “fabulous fort- 
unes” in currency which were is- 
sued) during later stages of 
world War I. 

The stories told by the Motion 
Pictures of the Great Struggle have 
not been forgotten. Recorded on 
over three hundred thousand feet 
of film are many scenes of the Re- 
lief Organization, the Food Ad- 
ministration, the Red Cross as well 
pictures of military operations. 

While many of the documents are 
rare they have been selected for 
their usefulness in research rather 
than for their rarity. No particular 
effort has been made to gather to- 
gether a spectacular collection but 
the problems faced by historians in 
gathering data have been kept in 
mind in selecting the material. 

Historians, graduate students, 
writers and government officials 
from American and foreign uni- 
versties have already availed them- 
selves of the research facilities af- 
forded here. 

A distinguished Italian scholar, 
who spent several weeks here doing 
research work, said he found docu- 
ments and information which were 
to be found only in Italy and 
France. A program based upon facts 
drawn from the Hoover Library is 
being considered by the Columbia 
Broadcasting Company.

It may be remembered that the 
German luxury liner, Bremen, in- 
stead of seeking safety here, made 
a dash for it and after various ad- 
ventures reached the homeland.

British Tommies 
Flooded by Gifts 
LONDON.—Over 20,000 g 3 a 
week are being sent to the British 
tr¢ in France. These gifts are 
co buted voluntarily for the 
troops and are dispatched from 
a central station at Reading.
